His Former Attempt to Escape—The 


Prisoner's Application to Books,-and 


His Literary Accomplishments, 


BOSTON, Aug. 3f}.-^-3es»e' P^jwroy, ^p<ir 


serving a life lenteacain Chfirlistoii BtatU 
prison, for chlld-tortore and mnrder, made 
a second desperate bid for freedom a'few 
nights ago, and, but for the vigilance of 
the guard,, would hava been successful* 
Before the reconstruction of tbe prison and 
its extenston, Pomeroy occupied a cell in 
the upper arch, and was always closely 
watched. When the extension. of the 
prison began one section was torn down, 
the wing extended, and some sixty new 
cells added. In the Web, adjoining this 
new 
wing are several strong cells 


which, from their peculiar construc- 
tion, 
were 
considered 
beyond 
the 


power of any prisoner to break. • On 
either side of these cells are grated bars, 
allowing a full view of 
the,.,VnajTf<% 


quarters from both sides, and the guard, 
as he made the rounds, could be contin- 
ually in sight of the. cells and Inmates'. 
Directly over the arch is the hospital, and 
it is tiumght that from thU place poillbly 
came the assistance which BO nearly gave 
the mnrderer his fflbe^. ' « 


The tools found upon his ,r_ 


detected were a couple of very 
of sterling steel, but how they came in his 
possession is a mystery to the prison offi- 
cials. The attempted escape was discov- 
ered Friday night. For months, evidently, 
the work had been going on, and "all.,Ar- 
rangements had been made for a hasty 
tight once outside the prison 'yard. 
Despite the strict survellance, Pomeroy 
bad steadily been at work on the bars of 
ills cell, and had been so successful .that 
ngress and egress by removing' Wienj^as 
as simple as could be imagined, and dur- 
rig the night he furthered his attempt by 
similar work on the bars of the window, 
which are near the cell, and which look 
out into the prison yard. 
. 


During the regular round Friday night 


the guard, leaning against the window 
carelessly, felt two or'tn^ee sturdy Jron, 
railings give way beneath the pressure of 
i!s hand, and a moment later they fell 
clanging to the ground. A second glance 
showed that the bars at either side had 
jeen worked upon, and but a few minutes' 
abor would render them as useless as the 
jrokon 
ones. 
Hastily summoning the 


officials, another inspection was made, the 
broken and damaged bars replaced with; 
perfect ones, and a. tour of the cells was 
>egun. As though, by instinct, the :p»rty-f 
made for Pomeroy's cell.; A,t & cagual, 
glance th& two massive,'iron . gr«tjjig» : 
seemed impregnable, but » closer scrutiny 
showed that, bars sufficient in the side 
nearest the window to admit the body o£ 
a man had been completely cut through,, 
)ut so fastened by means of gelatine that 
even the heavy clanging, of the door-re-" 
'used to shake them. Where this gelatin* 
was concealed the guard baa not, yet, it.ii 
lelieved, ascertained, though : conttant 
searching of the cell ba^s been made. Pom- 
eroy was immediately removed to • safer 
quarter and searched, and nothing was 
found on his person sov« two slender saws. 
He refused to disclose who furnished 
them them, .where the gelatine bad been, 
obtained or how long the work had been 
going on.

maining time, when not otherwise em- 
jloyed, he was busy poring over books, 
md soon got the reputation ot being a 
slose student. Indeed, so successful has 
le been in this line that ho has mastered 
the dead languages and can converse 
with some fluency in French and German, 
and is, to a certaiii extent, an authority 
on matters of philosophical research.

The cause was. dis- 
covered, Pomeroy removed, and .frprn that 
lay he has made no other attempt to leave 
»is jailor summarily. 


A press :repres«ntatiVe In fconversin'g 


with a State prison offlcw,' to-day asked 
what would be done to .Jesse Pomeroyfor 
attempting to escape. 'He rejiJUed' that no 
punishment could bo Inflicted, as tbe con- ' 
vict was under sentence for' life and close 
confinement, the extreme penalty. 


".You see," said tbe ofBcer; "Jesse's case 
s different from a certain condemned man 
in the West. The prisoner had just been, 
sentenced to, imprisonment lor ninety-nin«, 
rears, whereupon, he used .vile and insult-, 
ng language to the - presiding. JIM' 
The court called the prisoner to .order,, 
nformed him that if he did not rem«uu, 
quiet he would receive an':addjtjon»l,:sen-u' 
tence ot six months.

How tli* Chinese Prepare Their Ofloiati 
to Their Great Deity. 


Niw YORK, Aug. 80.—There is a butcher 


In Fulton Market who has more cause to 
be grateful to Joss, the Chinese god, than 
any other Caucasian in the city of New 
York. He furnishes all the pigs for the 
sacrificial purposes of the thousand wor- 
shipers of Joss m this city, Brooklyn and 
Jersey City. Sometimes be sells as many 
as thirty pigs a day on a single order for 
this purpose. They are generally young 
fellows, weighing from a hundred to a 
hundred and fifty pounds apiece before 
they are dressed. The Chinamen are very 
particular in making their purchases, 
as they are afraid to palm off a bad hog 
on the great Joss. 
In order to have 


the pokers fresh and wholesome, they pre- 
fer to buy live animals, The pigs are ex- 
amined carefully from snout to tall. They 
must have regular features, be well pro- 
portioned, and without a particle of blem- 
ish of any kind. When the pig is killed 
the slit at the neck must be crosswise and 
no longer than three inches. When prop- 
erly cleansed the entire carcass is soaked 
in aromatic spices for at least an hour. 
Then the dresser, who is generally an ex- 
port caterer, proceeds to prepare It for 
roasting. The legs are so bent that 
they assume a kneeling position, when 
placed 
before Joss. 
The month 
is 


pried 
open 
and 
a 
ball 
of 
dough, 


colored red, is 
Inserted 
between 


the teeth to make it resemble a dragon try- 
ing to swallow a ball of flre. The eyes are 
carefully 
closed 
and 
the lashes are 


straightened out. The ears are spread out 
and the tall is curled upward toward the 
back. Then a stout iron bar is thrust mid- 
way in the hog, and then in 'this way it is 
carried into a great pit resembling the 
beer-brewing bin, but made with bricks. 
It is held fast there by big Iron hooks 
fastened upon horizontal iron bars, both 
ends of the bar resting 'upon the edges of 
tho pit. Then the top of the pit, or oven, 
Is securely fastened down with a stone 
slab. On one side of the oven, close to the 
ground, Is an opening through which to 
feed the flre, where either wood or coal 
can be used. 


The oven or bin is so constructed with 


compartments that the space in which the 
pig Is shut up only receives the heat from 
the tire below, while another compartment 
carries off the flames and the smoke. In 
this manner, a pig that weighs 150 pounds 
or more is roasted to a beautiful brown in 
less than an hour. When the flre dies out 
the meat is allowed to remain cooking for 
about twenty minutes longer, when it Is 
taken out and painted light red and other- 
wise fantastically decorated to make Joss 
happy. 


The chickens for sacrificial offerings art 


never roasted, but boiled until about three- 
fourths done. Only the feathers and en- 
trails are removed. The legs are bent Into a 
kneeling posture, while the head is lifted 
high up in the air with mouth open and 
eyes closed.

"BLBCTORAL FACTS or 1887." 


LONDON, Aug. 80.—Mr. Gladstone writes 


to the Nineteenth Century an article under 
the caption: "Electoral facts of 1887," m 
which he says that the general election of 
1886 indicated not the conviction but the 
perplexity of the country. Mr. Gladstone 
contends that the results of the recent 
elections are equivalent to an increased 
Liberal strength of twenty-two per centum. 
Allowing to the Conservatives all the 
benefits which- the new elections leave 
them, they would be In a minority of one 
hundred and three on this basis, which, 
however, Is too narrow to allow any 
demonstration of victory or undue con- 
fidence.

DECLARED FALSE. 


LONDON, Aug. 80.—Sir Henry Holland, 


Colonial Secretary, read in the House of 
Commons last evening a cablegram from 
Lord Lansdowne declaring false the re- 
port that Sir John A. MacDonald had said 
that he would not hesitate to invoke the 
aid of the Imperial Government to put a 
stop to the construction of the Imperial 
railway. "The Provincial act for the con- 
struction of the Bed Elver railway," Lord 
Lansdowne cables, "was disallowed by 
me upon the advice of responsible advisers 
and upon the ground that a line to tap the 
Canadian Pacific would injure the whole 
country."

JWLl* ENFORCE THE LAW. 


LONDON, Aug. 30.—The unexpected meet-, 


Ing of the Irish Privy Council at Dublin 
yesterday afternoon gave rise to the re- 
port that the total suppression ot the 
League had been determined upon by the 
Viceroy, and it is further asserted that no 
delay would ensue between the official 
promulgation of the order and its libei al 
observance by the police. 
Lord Ash- 


bourne, Lord Cbanoelor of Ireland, was 
present at the council, and his attendance 
strengthened the belief of the knowing ones 
that the executive desire to consummate 
the recent proclamation of the League as a 
dangerous association by the seizure of 
persons and papers was about to be car- 
ried out. Later in the day, however, it 
transpired that the report of the govern- 
ment's Intentions in regard to the League 
was premature, but It appears from the in- 
formation gathered that Mr. Miobael 
Davitt is to be made to suffer for the lan- 
guage he used in bis speech at Bray Mon- 
day,and that all other Irish orators indulg- 
ing in similar harangues are to be prompt- 
ly arraigned before a magistrate, and if 
possible convicted of treasonable acts and 
imprisoned. This is about the only way 
In which the government can bolster up 
Its position, and if a sufficient number of 
he Irish leaders can be seized upon one 
charge or another to cripple the League, 
the object of the Tories can be gained 
without resorting to the extreme step of 
suppressing branches of the League wher- 
ever found, with or without provocation, 
which would work more harm than good 
in the influence it would have upon En- 
glish public opinion. 


The Indictment of Mr. O'Brien for vio- 


lent speeches at Mitchelltown is a part 
of the programme, though begun beforo 
the official scheme was completed, and tre> 
mendous efforts will be made to convict 
him. The government officials are some- 
what puz/led, however, to find means ol! 
achieving this object that can be rolled 
upon, as it is doubtful 
whether a 


jury can be secured to the govern- 
ment's liking. The government is ox 
tremely anxious just now to have it 
inderstood that nothing irregular has 
been resorted to in Mr. O'Brien's case, 
which fact is attested by the reply of 
Colonel King-Harmon, Irish Parliamenta- 
ry Under Secretary, to Mr. Dillon, in, the 
House of Commons last night. In an- 
swering one question Colonel King-Har- 
mon took occasion to assure tho Irish 
member that nothing bad been done in the 
case of O'Brien that was not in strict 
conformity 
with 
the 
Crimes act, 


and that under that 
act the 
gov- 


ernment could have taken 
no other 


course. The case, he said, wonld come up 
September 0, and would be tried wholly on 
its merits. If Mr. O'Brien could.prove his 
'inocence, that ended the matter; if he 
ould not, he would be imprisoned.

FLATLY REFUSED. 


DUBLIN, Aug. 30.—Captain Plunkett, of 


the Irish police, visited the O'Grady at 
Herbertstown yesterday, and urged him 
to i each some kind of settlement with his 
tenants without resorting to eviction. The 
captain's proposition was flatly refused, 
and the work of eviction must begin to- 
day. A force of one hundred soldiers and 
three hundred policemen are encamped at 
Herbertstown in readiness to protect the 
bailiffs. The tenants have strongly bar- 
ricaded their houses, and will offer formid- 
able resistance to the evictors.

Meeker say s there has been no fighting since 
Thursday. It is reported that six hundred 
Indians are camped within a few miles of 
Meeker, and they are said to be ready for 
a flght. Colorow is credited with blood- 
thirsty utterances, but there Is no proof 
that he has made them. There are fully 
as many peoble who think the so-called 
war is a put up job as there are who be- 
lieve there Is any danger from the Indians. 
Colorow has, it is said by many, acted 
throughout on the defensive. It is pretty 
certain that he did not begin the recent 
hostilities, but fired after being attacked. 


The view taken of the affair by the 


United States 
military authorities is 


that the whites are too willing to have a 
fight. If the cow-boys and militia would 
retire, it is believed that Colorow would 
g! adly return to the reservation peacefully, 
and he could then be dealt with according 
to legal methods. 
The latest state- 


mont ot casualties by the late battle is 
that five whites were killed and four 
wounded, seven Indians and two squaws 
killed and flve wounded. 


No Revolution in Cuba. 


NEW YOKK, Aug. 80.—J. M. Ceballos, of 


the Spanish Transatlantic Company, 
says that one of his steamships 
left 


Havana on the 24th, and there was no 
sign of revolution there then. He disbe- 
lieves the story of an uprising against the 
acting Governor-General on account of 
that official breaking up the smuggling 
ring. 


Edward Molina, former editor of Kl 


Chronilta, now secretary of the Spanish 
Chamber of Commerce in this city, says 
the story as published is absurd. General

FOTTJH3 DEAD IN CHICAGO. 


Edward Warde, a Decatur Mill- 


wright, Commits Suicide. 


The following • paragraph of local in- 


terest appears in the Chicago Tribune of 
to-day: 


Edward Warde, a millwright from De- 


catur, HI., was found dead in his bed in 
Boom No. 26 at the Globe Hotel early 
last evening, and it is thought that he 
committed suicide. He came to the hotel 
several days ago and registered as E. B. 
Selsby, St. Louis, and had since been on 
a prolonged spree. He went? to bed after 
the sun was up yesterday morning. Late 
in the afternoon a strong smell of gas 
was noticed in the hall and Warde's door 
was forced open. He had been dead sev- 
eral hours, and the gas was turned on, the 
door, windows, and transom having been 
closed. His real name was ascertained 
by letters from his wife, who lives at De- 
oatur, I1L, with several children. 


Warde was a son-in-law of Mr, and 


Mrs. Charles Adderley, who manage a 
grocery store on North Water street. 
He married a daughter of the couple 
seven years ago, and the widow and two 
children survive. Warde came here from 
Auburn, N. Y., where his brother and two 
sisters reside. During his residence in 
Decatur. he was employed in the con- 
struction of the new section of Shella- 
barger & Co.'s mill. His age was 45 
years. Warde was a man of dissolute 
habits, and did not give his family any 
support. He had not been heard from 
for five weeks until the papers brought 
the news of his suicide to-day.

that date sent in by the local correspond- 
ent: 


Corn is being cnt short by drouth. 


Some pieces on low land look fairly well, 
but the general prospect is unpromising 
and not more than half an average yield 
per acre is expected. Wheat was good 
both in yield and in quality. It was 
probably the best crop on the farm this 
season. Some pieces have yielded as 
high as thirty-five bushels and the aver- 
age per acre will reach twenty-two bush- 
els. Winter rye yielded eighteen bush- 
els; spring wheat fifteen, and oats thirty- 
eight bushels per ncre. Sorghum cane 
does not promise more than two-thirds 
of an average yield por acre. Pastures 
are very poor, almost entirely burnt up. 
Irish and sweet potatoes will make less 
than half a crop. Buckwheat has made 
but little growth since seeding. There 
is little or no fruit in this county. The 
outlook for stock raisers,, owing to the 
drouth, is very discouraging. 
Many 


farmers aro feeding their cattle hay and 
fodder, while otllera are disposing of them 
at reduced prices.

PALLAUZA, Italy, Aug. 13.—I don't know 


exactly the size of the ignorance I ordinarily 
wear, but I am free to confess that until I 
bought my ticket to this place I never heard 
of it. It la a charming place, too, surrounded 
by history and beautiful scenery and summer 
resorters, and sits m close to Lake Maggiore 
that the foot of the street we live on hangi, 
over Into the water. We came here to take 
• little breathing spell before getting into or 
onto that diligence to ride sixty-five miles 
over the Alps, because beyond the Alps lie* 
Switzerland. 


To recur to tho subject of ignorance, we 


had a manifestation of it in Milan, which 
gives me tho courage to acknowledge that' I 
never heard of Fullanza till now. At our 
hotel lu Milan, which was In eight of the 
cathedral, I found It necessary to ask one of 
the English speaking men in the office the di- 
rection to the other great attraction of the 
city, to wit: "The Last Supper," a picture 
familiar by copies to every Sunday school 
scholar in America. So in an off hand, mat- 
ter of course way I said to Lira: 


"Where is Leonardo da Vinci's picture of 


'The Last Supper f 


"Mom?" said he, with a twenty centime in- 


terest. 


"•VVhers's Da Vinci's 'Last Supper*"1 think 


ing be hadn't uhdersttyxl me. 


"Da Vinci—Da Vinci!" he repeated ques- 


tionlngiy, as he scratched his head thought- 
fully. 


"Yes," saiil I, "Da Vinci'H 'Last Supper,' a 


famous picture; don't you know where it iff 


"No uiem, I never heard of it. Excuse me, 


I'll call up the head waiter." 


Than ho called up the waiter, and as that 


worthy gave me the proper direction-he stood 
by in very evident satisfaction 'that the hotel 
was so well equipped for the benefit of its 
guests, niul with never a sigh for his own cul- 
pable ignorance. 


By the way, the English speaking waiters, 


or waiter, for there is often only one, with 
which nearly every continental hotel is pro- 
vided, are tbo most valuable men in the en- 
tire establishment, and are superior to any'cff 
their class in America. They know nearly as 
much (IB the prevalent American hotel :clerk 
thinks he knows, and when I have said that, 
what more comprehensive compliment caa.I 
pay theinf From a railroad timetable to the 
price of it hairpin they know every foot of 
the way; and they ni'o us conversant with an 
art catalogue as with a bill of fare., - Every 
ono-tonguod American on "the continent is 
uuiler obligations to these waiters, mid I 
gues the waiters are not sorry of it. Neither 
are the hotel proprietors, for the guests pay 
the salaries, or words to that effect. 


My "Last Supper" experience reminds me 


of a story which I cannot vouch for as I can 
my own. A rich American over here from 
Chicago seeing tbo sights met a friend in Mi- 
lan wlio had spent tho winter in the city. 
Very naturally, the frinud made inquiries as 
to what tho visitor had tnkon in during bis 
urban and suburban rambles. 


"Have you seen Da Vinci's 'Last Supper?1" 


ho asked early in his catechism, 
" Well, no," replied tbo Chicagoan, regret- 


fully, "I can't say that Ihavo. You.8ee,I've 
been so confounded busy chasing around after 
art and that sort of thing I haven't had a 
chance at a meal of victuals except what ] 
got at the hotel. I presume he won't give an- 
other until next season, will hef" 


Of course, this kind of ignorance is excusa- 


ble in a man coming from away off in Chi- 
cago, but that a Mil.-uiesu hotel man shouldn't 
know Da Vinci's "Last Supper" Is an unpar- 
donable sin. 


Dickey says I shouldn't tell stories like that 


on Americans, oven If they be true, for it 
brings tlie nation into disrepute, but I hold 
to tho contrary and will proceed with another. 


The t'omotery at Milan, which, .by the way, 


is a very handsome one, is called, as: in all 
Italian cities, "Cuniuo Santo" ("Camp of the 
Saints," Dickey nays it means), and every- 
body who goes to Milan gets out to see it. 
The day wo were there wo met an American 
lady wearing a. diamond ring on the outside 
of her glove an I very willing to talk with- 
out the formality of an introduction.
